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REMARKS 

The Examiner has required an election in the present application between: 

Species I, illustrated in Figure 1 - claims 1, 2, 7, 10 and 11, first embodiment that uses a 
common pilot generator in the multicarrier radio communication system; 

Species II, illustrated in Figure 4 - claims 3, 4, 8, 12 and 13, second embodiment that 
uses a same period pilot generator in the multicarrier radio communication system; and 

Species III, illustrated in Figure 6 - claims 5, 6, 9, 14, 15, third embodiment that uses a 
copying unit to generate the conraion pilot in the multicarrier radio oonmiunication system. 

For the purpose of examination of the present application, Applicants elect Species 
I, illustrated in Figure 1, without traverse. 

Claims i, 2, 7, 10 and 11 are directed to the elected species. As acknowledged by the 
Examiner, no claims are generic.
